F, STROPPA’s Contact with Gennan Intelligence: 

Following Ms discussion with ALWENS, STROPPA went to Milan to see 
Conlonel the SS, living in; the Albergo REGINA. He explained 

Ms project to RAUFFy and received RA.UFFls approval. RAGFF instructed . 
him to go to Rome and to sound out Vatican officials to learn what would 
be the Vatican* s attitude toward Germany following the fall- of Rome. 

RAUFF did not mention peace negotiations specifically but he gave STROPPA 
to understand that he wanted to know how far Germany could count on the 
Vatican in case negotiations with the Allies became necessary. :

did not provide STROPPA with transportation, identification 
papers^or a note to ALBERTI.
